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OF TRADE RETURNS FOR 
FEBRUARY. 

Tux returns of our foreign trade for February do not com- 
pare very favourably with last year ; but this is due ina 
measure to the fact that last year’s figures were excep- 
tionally large. February, 1888, contained one more day 
than last month ; and, moreover, the total was swollen by 
the decided activity in trade. Still, after making all 
allowances, it cannot be denied that the’present returns are

ja little disappointing ; but, at the same time, it is always 


unwise to draw any general deduction from the figures for 
one month only. The imports show, it is true, an increase 
of £2,779,000, or nearly 94 per cent., due to our augmented 
imports of food-stuffs ; but the exports of home produce 
exhibit a decrease of £383,000, or about 2 per cent., this 
being due to a falling off in both our textile and metal 
exports. In the re-export trade there is a slight increase.

In articles imported for manufacture, metals show a 
decrease in value. The chief feature is a falling off in the 
month's imports of tin, which amounted to only 42,322 
cwts, as against 70,308 cwts in 1888, the shrinkage being 
mainly due to decreased supplies from the Straits. Last 
year, it must be remembered, shipments were greatl 
stimulated by the extremly high price of the metal, whic 
then commanded £165 per ton. The imports of copper, 
which have continued large, show no especial feature. In 
raw textile materials, jute shows a noticeable increase, the 
month’s imports amounting to 50,084 tons, valued at 
£1,275,000, as compared with only 19,109 tons, valued at 
£727,000 in 1888. Wool also exhibits a considerable 
increase, while the imports of hemp and silk have also 
augmented to a moderate extent.. Amongst miscellaneous 
articles, tallow and wood have arrived in larger quantities, 
but otherwise there are no special features.

The month’s imports of food-stuffs have been upon a 
large,scale. In wheat,there is an increase in quantity, but 
a decrease in value. We have received less from Russia, 
which last: year was sending us heavy supplies, but about 
the same from the United States, only from the Pacific 
instead of the Atlantic ports. India, however, has for- 
warded. large amounts, and from Australasia we have also 
received 186,000 cwts, as against nil in 1888. Imports of 
fiour and. all other cereals have fallen off, with the exception 
of maize, which has come to hand in much larger quantities, 
mainly from the United States. The imports of salted and 
fresh meats have been heavy, and so also have been those 
of dairy produce, with the exception of cheese. As regards 
sugar, our receipts of refined from the Continent have been 
heavy, but the arrivals of raw amounted to rather less than 
they did last year, for although more beet sugar came to 
land, the.cane countriessentus less. The displacement of 
China by» Indian. tea. has continued to go on apace, the

But the most important element peng course of 
the iron and steel trade at present is the labour question. 
Immediately after the first signs of revival the men became 
uneasy, nad the colliers were not long in obtaining a con- 
siderable advance, and they are now agitating for a further 
increase of wages. This, of course, has raised the price of 
coal, and as, in addition, the iron-workers have had higher 
wages conceded to them, the cost of on has been 
very materially increased, so that the higher prices quoted 
are necessitated by the increased cost. If the volume of 
trade should continue to grow still further, the position of 
the men will be further strengthened, and prices may ad- 
vance more rapidly, as experience shows that an increase of 
wages is followed by limitation of work, and so the position 
becomes increasingly more embarrassing. Considering the 
long period of depression experienced in the coal and iron 
es, it is to be lee that the action of the men at this 
critical time will be such as may prevent such an unnatural 
advance in prices as might stifle the present revival.

THE FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Tur returns of the foreign trade of the United States 
for 1888, which have just been published, are not 
very favourable, owing partly to the deficiency in 
the year’s crops, and partly to the comparative quietude 
of trade, which, as usual, suffered to some extent 
from the absorbing interest of the Presidential election. 
It is true the imports increased, their total value in 
1888 being £145,040,000, as against £141,763,000, a

That great staple, cotton, shows an increase both in 
quantity and value. The exports of oil also show a gain in 
value, but the quantity exported was much less than in 
1887, the producers having restricted the output, despite 
the competition of Russia. Tobacco shows a heavy falling 
off, but wood a substantial increase.

BRITISH v. RUSSIAN TRADE IN PERSIA. 


THE position and prospects of our trade with Persia have 
recently attracted much attention, owing largely to the 
probable development of commerce with Southern Persia, 
in consequence of the opening of the Karun river to 
general navigation, and for this reason special importance 
attaches to a very interesting report upon the position of 
British trade in that country, which has been forwarded to 
the Foreign Office by Mr E. F. Law, our Commercial 
Attaché for Russia, Persia, and the Asiatic Provinces of 
Turkey. During a stay of four months in Persia, Mr Law 
travelled over the important Northern Provinces, visiting 
Teheran, Ispahan, Tabriz, Meshed, and the principal towns 
lying between these points, together with some of the dis- 
tricts bordering the Caspian. Very wisely, he has not 
sought to supply us with a mass of statistics, which would 
have been almost certainly untrustworthy and useless, but he 
has instead endeavoured to come into practical contact with 
trade, and has condensed in the present report the results 
of constant observation and inquiry in the bazaars, &c. In 
Persia, as elsewhere, Mr Law says, British trade has to 
contend with keen competition, especially on the part of 
Russia ; but, nevertheless, he believes that we are olding 
our own fairly well, and could, indeed, with a little 
trouble, recover any ground that has been lost in the past. 
Spasmodic efforts, it appears, have been made from time to 
time to force the sale of Russian goods in Northern Persia, 
owing to the idea that it is the special mission of Russia 
to oust England from the markets of Asia ; but although 
ritish interests have suffered temporarily, the Russians 
have only attained their success by making sales at unre- 
munerative prices, and by offering exceptionally long 
credits. ‘The Persians have, of course, taken advantage 
these offers, and have in many cases prolonged the credits 
indefinitely, the result being very frequently heavy Russian

East of Tehran, towards Meshed 
and in Massanderan, English prints are beaten by Russian pro- 
ductions, and in Massanderan it would be even difficult to find a 
piece of English origin. On the other hand, Iam informed that, 
in consequence of special advantages as regards carriage to 
Southern Persia, English prints completely command the markets 
south of Ispahan. As rds grey shirtings, Mexicans, and 
T’cloths, England practically monopolises the market except in 
Massanderan, and the trade in this branch reaches v 
figures, and is of the greatest importance.

Mr Law remarks, however, that in many bazaars in 
Khorassan and Massanderan a large percentage of the 
prints were of patterns apparently unknown to English 
makers, but by whom they could, of course, be well pro- 
duced ; and he also notes that in the same districts the 
peasants prefer the Russian narrow-width cloths, to which 
they are accustomed, and object to pay a proportionate 
price for the wider English cloths. It is pointed out as a 

eculiar fact that direct importers of cotton goods suffer }} 
om the competition of British goods which pass through 
the hands of merchants in Constantinople, who are not 
only specially well acquainted with the Persian market, 
but hold a very important position in the trade with that 
country. : :

Besides the Austrian cloth manufactures, Mr Law draws 
attention te a new article of importation into Persia, 
‘namely, the Russian cotton imitation of cloth, known as 
“ boomazey,” the trade in which is, he thinks, on account 
of its low. price, likely to assume important proportions. 
Of metal goods, the imports from England are small, and 
Russia really dominates the market, taking the lead not 
only in such articles as brass “ samovars,” &c., but also in 
cutlery and other similar articles. Greater attention to 
native wants would probably, however, increase the sale of 
English goods. Simplicity and cheapness are most wanted 
in the majority of articles. Mr Law says :—

An increased trade might also, perhaps, be done in 
crockery and muslins, the demand for the latter, both 
flowered and embroidered, being of some importance. 

As regards the routes by which English goods are now sent 
into Persia, Mr Law says there is the “one from Trebizond, 
by. which alone European goods can be profitably delivered 
iflis and Astara on 
the Caspian, by which, and especially by the latter, Russian 
goods are delivered into the same provinces. In addition 
to these routes a very profitable channel for forwarding 
Buglish and Indian goods into Khorassan would be by the 
fndian frontier railway, and from Kala Abdullah Khan 
through Herat. This route is, however, unfortunately, at 
present, completely blocked to any through trade by the 
exorbitant exactions of the Afghan local authorities at 
‘Herat and other places. Most of the Persian roads are

||‘susceptible of considerable improvement at small cost, and 


it is to be hoped that something may seon be done at least 
to ameliorate and render less dangerous the ordinary pack- 
toutes. As regards larger schemes for facilitating com- 
munications, the most important for English interest would 
be the making of a railroad from Bagdad to Teheran, the 
making of a rail or even an ordinary road from Shuster to 
Burujird, so that British trade might derive some advantage 
from the opening of the Karun river, and finally, the 
removal of artificial obstructions to through traffic by the 
Afghan route. Provided that navigation on the Tigris were 
freed from obstructive restrictions, the most profitable under- 












taking in itself would prebably be the railway from Bagdad 
to Hamadan and Teheran. The line of country is pba

ION AND IMMIGRATION STATISTICS 
EMIGRATION wHE UNITED KINGDOM 


Tue volume of emigration from the United Kingdom, 
which e to a large extent in 1887, there being an 
increase in that year, as compared with 1886, of 65,693, or 
20 per cent., remained nearly stationary in 1888, the total 
number of emigrants being 398,494, as against 396,494 
in 1887. These figures, it mast be remembered, only shew 
the passenger movement between the United Kingdom and 
places out of Europe, excluding also all Mediterranean 
ports; and as they comprise all passengers, the totals 
necessarily include a large number of tourists and travellers. 
In fact, the totals are often substantially affected by the 
non-emigrant passenger movement, and this was especially 
the case last year, when the number of cabin passengers— 
which may be presumed to be mainly tourists, Xc., and not 
emigrants—increased from 60,754 in 1887 to 65,658. ‘Ten 


years ago, it may be noted, the number of these 

was about 40,000, so that there has been a moni increase 
in recent years. Of the total emigrants from this coun 
last year 279,928 were of British and Irish origin, as against 
284,487 in 1887, so that the small increase in the total was 
entirely due to an augmentation in the number of foreign 
emigrants. In the present report it is again suggested 
that, in view of past experience, emigration would seem to 
be stimulated by an improvement in trade, and to fall off 
when business is inactive. No doubt the figures do show 
a certain correspondence between the ebb and flow of 
emigration and the state of trade, but that is most 
probably due, as we have pointed out before, not to the 
absolute state of trade here, but to its relative condition as 
compared with other countries. For instance, in 1887 
there was a great revival of industrial activity in the 
United States, whereas trade here remained comparatively 
dull, and hence a considerable stimulus was given in that 
year to the flow of emigration across the Atlantic. At 
least, it seems natural to us to regard the greater attractive 
power of the United States as the cause of the expansion 
in emigration which then took place. 

The nationality of last year’s emigrants can be seen from 
the following statement of the number and proportion of 
persons of English, Scotch, and Irish birth respectively in 
the total emigration for the past seven years :—

emigration to Australia generally fell off, due, pro- 
bably, to the restricted measure of State aid now 
afforded by the Colonial Governments. There was a 
considerable inerease in the emigration to other places than 
those enumerated, owing to an increased movement to the 
Cape, stimulated, no doubt, by the gold discoveries in the 
Transvaal, and one also to an augmented movement to 
South America. It may be noted that out of last 
year's British and Irish emigrants 233,048 were adults, 
and 279,928 children under twelve years of age, also that 
exactly one-half of the adults consisted of unmarried men. 
As regards the occupations of the emigrants, 37,876 styled 
themselves labourers only, a term which too often covers 
much shiftlessness and incapacity. At the same time, 
10,010 mechanics were amongst the emigrants, without 
counting a number of others, such as miners, painters, &c., 
tailors, &c., which are not included in that term. Agri- 
cultural labourers count for 1,759, and farmers and 
graziers for 3,441. 

Immigration in 1888 showed a considerable increase, the 
total number of immigrants being 128,879, as against 
119,013 in 1887, of which 94,133 were of British and 
Irish origin only, as against 85,475 in 1887. Combining 
these figures with those for emigration, we get the follow- 
ing net results for the past seven years :—

Thus, while the figures of gross emigration show hardly 
any change in 1888 as compared with 1887, yet a distinct 
check to the movement is apparent if we look at the net 
emigration. ‘The surplus emigrating is still large, but as 
compared with the large increase in 1886 over 1885, and 
again in 1887 over 1886, there is a decided decline. The 
proportion of the net efflux of British and Irish emigrants 
to the total population of the United Kingdom, which 
was as high as 0°53 per cent. in 1887, fell to 0°50 per

TRADE NOTES. 





Tuz Trape or Cotompia.—According to a report on the 
trade of Colombia, by Mr Wheeler, forwarded to the 
Foreign Office by the British Consul General, the imports 
in 1887 amounted in value to about £1,718,000, and the 
exports to £1,788,000. About one-half of the imports are 
obtained from the United Kingdom, and the remainder 
from France, the United States, and Germany. The export 
trade is mainly with the United Kingdom and the United 
States. Mr Wheeler says :—“ The chief articles imported 
from England are: Cotton and woollen goods of all sorts, 
iron, steel, railway plant, leather, carpets, and tinned pro- 
visions. ‘Those from the United States are : Agricultural 
implements, machinery (especially for mining), sewing 
machines, tools, and flour. The chief imports from Germany 
are: Cutlery, ready-made clothes, cheap faney articles, 
cotton, drills, and beer. The chief imports from France are : 
Wines and spirits, fine merino (for mantillas, &c.), ready- 
made clothes, boots, materials for dresses, tinned provi- 
sions, and fancy goods. Italy and Spain send wines and

the amount exported was 420,773 kilos., worth at the most 
£8,000. The collapse of this trade is due to the wholesale 
destruction of the trees by the bark collectors, and to the 
overwhelming competition of the bark from India, Ceylon, 
and other countries where the cinchona is cultivated. The 
exportation of tobaceo has also greatly declined. Coffee 
has now taken the place of cinchona bark as the chief 
article of export, and more and more is grown every year. 
During this year, owing to a long-continued period of 
drought, h of thousands of coffee trees have been 
burnt, and some of the finest plantations destroyed. This 
may to some extent affect the amount exported for the 
next two or three years. The quantity of hides, vegetadle 
ivory, and of the precious metals exported has slightly

Tue Resvtts or THE INcREASED New ZEALAND Customs 
Tarirr.—According to the New Zealand Trade Review, the 
Customs Revenue of New Zealand in 1888 amounted to
